In September the address was 116 W. 27th. St., Minneapolis. 
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On April 1st the family was renting a home at 116 West 27th street in 
1930 Minneapolis. Albert was employed as a bookkeeper at Banner Grain. 
Gladys was employed as a "servant" in a private hospital. [1930 census] 

Albert and Sadie vacationed at Mt. Rainier in J uly. [postcard] 
1932 

They were still in Enumclawin December. 

The family was still at 116 West 27th street, [map] Sadie, Gladys and 

Stella made a driving trip through Kansas, Nebraska, Colorado. 

Sadie was visiting Minneapolis. Albert wrote to her at 2202 Dupont 
Avenue South, Apartment 5 from Enumclaw, "I bet it is nice up at the 
apartment. Maybe you can rest up a few days before you start west." 

In J une - August the family was at 521 West 27th St. in Minneapolis. 

Possibly a picture of this house. Helen write on the back of the top 

picture, 

"We call this our house. It belongs to Edith's parents. She is their only 

daughter so we live with them, but have our separate little den at the 

rear." 

On the bottom picture, 

"Our den at the rear." 

In November the family was in the midst of moving back to Enumclaw. 
Albert, Stella, and J im were in Enumclaw and writing to Sadie at Helen 
and Gladys apartment.
